No strike, 
no deal 


Labour. Union extends 
deadline by one day for 
when they could walk; 
negotiations to 
continue Wednesday

The union representing 3,600 
health-care workers in the 
Halifax region has temporarily 
postponed their strike plans. 

But if no deal can be 
reached Wednesday, those 
workers will hit the picket 
lines at 7 a.m. tomorrow. 

Joan Jessome, president 
of the Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment and General Employees 
Union, told reporters Tuesday 
night the delay was to calm 
negotiations down. 

“We’ve made the decision 
that we’re not going to, at 
midnight (Tuesday night) ... 
call people that are at work, 
call people that are in bed and 
tell them there’s a strike,” Jes¬ 
some said. 

“It’s not about blinking, it’s 
about being professional.” 

Jessome said the main 
issue remains wages. The 
union is asking for a 5.2 per

cent raise in the first year, 
while Capital Health wants a 
three per cent raise over three 
years. The union’s demand is 
similar to a recent arbitrated 
settlement for nurses, while 
the employer’s offer is consist¬ 
ent with the model imposed 
by the provincial government 
over the last three years. 

Jessome said she’s not 
confident that another day 
of bargaining will resolve the 
matter. 

“At this point, no,” she said. 
“There’s different positions on 
the table now. But closer (to a 
deal)? I’m not sure I can say 
that.” 

The issue led debate Tues¬ 
day at Province House, with 
the opposition demanding the 
governing NDP take action. 
But Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald says she wants the 
two sides to work out a deal at 
the negotiating table.

Officer hurt while

An RCMP officer was in¬ 
jured Tuesday after trying 
to arrest a person wanted 
on an outstanding warrant.

Baby-death case. 

Closing arguments 
expected to wrap up 
on Wednesday 


Medical evidence definitively 
shows that a seven-weelc-old 
girl who died in July 2009 
suffered brain injuries and 
broken bones at the hands of 
an adult, a Crown attorney 
argued Tuesday. 

Mark Heerema delivered 
closing submissions at the 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
trial of Ashiqur Rahman, who 
has pleaded not guilty to man¬ 
slaughter and aggravated as¬ 
sault in the death of his daugh¬ 
ter Aurora Breakthrough. 

The girl’s mother, Jane 
Gomes, has testified that Rah¬ 
man shook and slapped the 
baby, allegations the 26-year- 
old Halifax man has denied. 

Heerema told Judge Felix 



Cacchione that Aurora had 
30 rib injuries, only three of 
which could have been in¬ 
jured through the adminis¬ 
tration of cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation. 

“Aurora was in many ways 
shattered on the inside,” he 
said. 

The defence has argued 
that the rib injuries could 


have been caused by a parent 
accidentally rolling over the 
infant while sleeping with the 
child. 

But Heerema said experts 
agreed the injuries at the back 
of the rib cage could only have 
been caused by a person hold¬ 
ing and squeezing the baby 
forcefully. 

Heerema said Aurora had 
no signs of illness when she 
was bom, but when she ar¬ 
rived at a Halifax hospital on 
July 23, 2009, less than two 
months later, intensive-care 
doctors immediately suspect¬ 
ed abuse. 

Tests found that Aurora 
had broken bones and joints 
that were severely twisted, 
and doctors believed she also 
had severe brain trauma, 
Heerema said. Pathologists 
later found two instances 
where Aurora’s brain was 
traumatized by some form of 
shaking or impact, he added. 

Rahman sat quietly dur¬ 


ing the Crown’s closing argu¬ 
ments. Gomes was also in 
the courtroom, sitting with a 
group of supporters. 

Gomes pleaded guilty last 
year to a charge of failing to 
provide the necessities of life 
and received a conditional 
discharge with six months of 
probation. She agreed to test¬ 
ify at Rahman’s trial as part of 
an agreement with the Crown. 

At one point, the judge 
asked Heerema why patholo¬ 
gists didn’t find other signs 
of violent shaking, such as 
hyper-extension of Aurora’s 
neck. 

Heerema said the evidence 
shows some form of trauma, 
but it’s impossible to exactly 
define how it came about. 
Still, he said the trauma Au¬ 
rora suffered was excessive. 

“All of this exceeds normal 
handling,” Heerema said. “All 
of this you would not expect 
to find with normal baby 
care.” the Canadian press

A list of HRM grant winners 
is as notable for the ones that 
were approved as much for the 
ones that were turned away. 

On Tuesday, Halifax region¬ 
al council approved awarding 
$276,460 worth of grants from 
the non-annual-events pro¬ 
gram. 

Three projects in particular 
were added or given a boost in 
their grants: Epic Dartmouth 
triathalon ($14,500), bidding 
to host a Canada vs. Russia jun- 
ior-hoclcey series (condition¬ 
ally $100,000) and the Dingle 
Tower’s 100th anniversary 
($10,000). 

But notable events were 
turned away, including Noc¬ 
turne: Art at Night, Hal-Con 
Sci-Fi Fantasy Convention, 
Halifax Anthem Showcase and 
the Maritime Fiddle Festival. 

Brad Anguish, director of 
community and recreation 
services, said the declined 
events fell through the cracks 
of an increasingly bureaucratic 
points system of awarding 
grants. He said staff will be tak¬ 
ing another look at supporting 
those events and a report will 
come back within a month. 

Coun. Dawn Sloane was

particularly concerned about 
turning down the immensely 
popular Nocturne festival, 
which happens in October 
and attracts more than 25,000 
people. 

According to policy, the 
non-annual-event grant pro¬ 
gram supports infrequent 
events and turned down Noc¬ 
turne because they received a 
grant last year. 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal 
had serious reservations of dol¬ 
ing out $100,000, conditional 
on Halifax winning the bid to 
co-host the Canada vs. Russia 
junior-hoclcey series from Aug. 
12 to 18. Despite his objec¬ 
tions, the grant was approved 
by council. 

Coun. Linda Mosher asked 
council to up the grant for the 
100th celebration of the Din¬ 
gle Tower on Aug. 6 to $15,000 
for an event she said would be 
“bare-bones” otherwise. 

But several councillors 
grumbled that she was “skip¬ 
ping the queue” by bypassing 
the committee that decides 
the amounts of grants. Her re¬ 
quest was rejected. 

“We sometimes fight for 
our own areas and miss the big 
picture,” said Coun. Jim Smith. 



U.S. link 


Business group 
optimistic about 
ferry service 

The Nova Scotia Chambers of 
Commerce says it is opti¬ 
mistic that a ferry service 
between the province and 
the United States could be 
re-established. 

The organization says 
Premier Darrell Dexter’s 
announcement of a panel to 
review the viability of a ferry 
crossing between Yarmouth 


and Maine is a good first step 
towards restarting the service. 

Dexter made the an¬ 
nouncement Monday, more 
than two years after his gov¬ 
ernment stopped subsidizing 
the money-losing crossing. 

A high-speed ferry link 
between Yarmouth and Maine 
was discontinued in Decem¬ 
ber 2009 after the NDP gov¬ 
ernment cancelled an annual 
$6 million subsidy for the Bay 
Ferries Ltd. operation. 

The decision has sparked 
protests in Yarmouth, where 
people say it has harmed the 
local economy.

N.S. minister calls out 
CBRM for mail-out 


Municipal Relations Minister 
John MacDonell and Mayor 
John Morgan have sounded off 
in the latest round of a long- 
running dispute over provin¬ 
cial equalization funding for 
the Cape Breton Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality. 

MacDonell weighed in with 
an op-ed piece in Monday’s 
Cape Breton Post criticizing a 
mail-out from CBRM to resi¬ 
dential taxpayers. He added 
to those comments during an 
interview that same day. 

The mail-out that went out 
with tax bills said the CBRM’s 
residential property-tax rates 
are among the highest in the 
province, gave some compari¬ 
sons and blamed the high rates 
on a cap on the equalization 
fund that has been in place for 
10 years, noting it receives only 
$15.8 million rather than the 
$31.8 million it is owed. 

The letter also said that in 
a year when the province gave 
more than $300 million to Irv¬ 
ing Shipbuilding, the decision 
to continue a cap on equaliza¬ 
tion means CBRM is less likely 
to see employment growth. 

MacDonell said in his op¬

cent of the population of the 
province, received almost 50 
per cent of the total in the pro¬ 
gram.

Adam Carroll told the 
House of Commons ethics 
committee he set up the Twit¬ 
ter account Vilcilealcs in dir¬ 
ect response to the introduc¬ 
tion of online surveillance 
legislation. 

“I was never ordered nor 
asked to do it,” he told MPs. 

“I never discussed my ac¬ 
tions with any members of 
Parliament, including the 
interim leader of the Liberal 
party. I acted on my own.” 

Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews introduced Bill C-30 
in February, sparking im¬ 


mediate criticism for giving 
authorities too much power 
to snoop into people’s online 
lives. 

Toews infuriated critics 
when he said that opposing 
the bill put them on the side 
of child pornographers. 

Carroll called Toews’ lan¬ 
guage polarizing and he said 
he felt compelled to bring 
attention to the threat posed 
by the bill. 

“I took an approach that, 
put simply, argued, if the 
minister feels strongly that 
he should know everything 
about us, perhaps we should 
know more about the man 
who wants unrestricted ac¬ 
cess to our information,” he 


said. 

“To make the point fur¬ 
ther, everything I posted was 
from publicly available docu¬ 
ments.” 

The Conservative-dom¬ 
inated committee grilled 
Carroll about how the docu¬ 
ments came into his posses¬ 
sion, noting only two people 
had ever signed them out of 
the court in Manitoba.

Trial. Police and

After testifying for five days, 
Anders Behring Breivik lis¬ 
tened silently Tuesday as 
others described the may¬ 
hem caused by his bomb¬ 
ing of Oslo’s government 
district, a scene one witness 
described as a “war zone”. 

Forensic experts explained 
the massive injuries to four of 
the eight victims killed by the 
950-kilogram fertilizer bomb 
on July 22. Breivik admits 
to the bombing and a subse¬ 
quent shooting massacre at a 
Labor Party youth camp that 
left 69 people dead, most of 
them teenagers.

“More than 100 body 
parts were found in the gov¬ 
ernment district,” said Ole 
Morten Stoerseth, a police 
official tasked with identify¬ 
ing the blast victims. 

Relatives of those killed 
sobbed and embraced dur¬ 
ing the autopsy presenta¬ 
tions. Pictures of the vic¬ 
tims’ injuries were not 
shown in court but distrib¬ 
uted to the judges, prosecu¬ 
tors and defence lawyers as 
well as the psychiatrists who 
are examining Breivik dur¬ 
ing the trial. 

Breivik claims the attacks 
were “necessary” and that 
the victims had betrayed 
Norway by embracing immi¬ 
gration. 

As he has for most of 
the trial, now in its seventh 
day, the far-right fanatic 
remained mostly expres¬ 
sionless during the hear¬ 
ing Tuesday. But he smiled 
when a security guard, who 
was inside the government 
high-rise when the bomb ex¬ 
ploded, called Breivik’s mo¬ 
tive for the attacks “totally 
absurd.”

Romney shifts 
platform to appeal to 
independent voters 


Primaries. Romney 
embraces more liberal 
stance on immigration, 
student loans 


Mitt Romney is shifting from 
the deep conservatism he dis¬ 
played before wrapping up the 
Republican presidential nom¬ 
ination toward a more centrist 
platform — an effort to appeal 
to independent voters who will 
decide whether he or President 
Barack Obama wins in Novem¬ 
ber. 

With main challenger Rick 
Santorum leaving the Republic¬ 
an contest earlier this month, 
Romney easily swept the pri¬ 
maries in five states Tuesday, 
marking a symbolic closure of 
the party’s nomination process. 

As voters in New York, Con¬ 
necticut, Delaware, Rhode Is¬ 
land and Pennsylvania cast bal¬ 
lots, the former Massachusetts 
governor will return to New 
Hampshire, the state where a 
sweeping primary victory in 


January set him on the path to 
the nomination. 

Romney plans a speech his 
aides say represents a definitive 
pivot away from the primary 
contest and toward the cam¬ 
paign against Obama. 

Romney was drawn to the 
right on issues like immigra¬ 
tion as he fought off challenges 
from other Republicans. On 
Monday, he signalled he was 
considering a wider range of 
immigration policies, including 
a proposal from Sen. Marco Ru¬ 
bio of Florida that would allow 
some young illegal immigrants 
a chance at visas to stay and 
study in the U.S. while deny¬ 
ing them an opportunity to be¬ 
come citizens. 

Romney on Monday also 
expressed his support for a 
temporaiy extension of lower 
interest rates for student loans. 

That came just as Obama, 
who also supports the exten¬ 
sion, embarked Tuesday on a 
tour through college campuses 
in North Carolina, Colorado 
and Iowa — three states stra¬ 
tegically important to his re-

A European rights watch¬

Every comer, every nook and 
cranny in Vancouver’s Down¬ 
town Eastside has a history. 
Tales of tragedy, legends of 
love, anecdotes of apathy, 
chronicles of compassion.

Panel 2. The dark silhou¬ 
ette of a trench coat and 
brimmed hat enters the 
frame. Only the figure’s 
green skull — death 
itself — is visible. 
The shadowy figure 
ominously reaches into 
a sack, grabs something 
and slowly takes his 
arm out to reveal ... a 
sock. 

“Hey, how are you 
doing?” the costumed 
man cheerily asks. 
“Would you like 
a pair of socks? 
They’re free!” 

Enter Thana¬ 
tos, the friendli¬ 
est incarnation 
of the Grim 
Reaper you’ll 
ever find, Van¬ 
couver’s very 


own real-life charitable super¬ 
hero. 

This is his stoiy. 
For the last five years, Thana¬ 
tos — a 63-year-old profession¬ 
al, husband and father in his 
“real” life — has been stroll¬ 
ing through the Downtown 
Eastside, handing out clothing, 
blankets, food and water to 
residents in need. 

Like his comic-book heroes, 
his driving desire to dress up 
and patrol the area is driven 
by an overwhelming desire to 
make the world a better place, 
right wrongs and lend a help¬ 
ing hand to his community. 

“I don’t come from Krypton 
and wasn’t bitten by a radio¬ 
active spider or anything like 
that,” Thanatos, named after 
the Greek god of death, says of 
his origin stoiy. 

“I was working downtown, 
trying to help out on the 
streets, and noticing a lot of 
things happening ... people 
living and dying on the streets. 

“I was told by a police of¬ 
ficer that some people on the 
street had nothing better to 
look forward to than death. 
That really stung, that really 
hurt me,” he said, a slightly 
high-pitched voice barely 
muffled through the fabric 
hood. “So I said, ‘If that’s the 
case, then death better get out 
there and start taking care of 
these people.’ I developed this 
persona to go out there and 
help.” 

He’s been going strong ever 
since, gamering international 
media attention while using his 
unique — some say crazy — ap¬ 
proach to giving back to shine a 
light on the poverty and social 
issues afflicting one of Canada’s 
most infamous and misunder¬ 
stood neighbourhoods. 


Residents’ reaction 


Writer Nadia Fezzani visits 
the Downtown Eastside to 
find out what people think 
of Thanatos. 

• Once on Hastings, I walked 
along a couple of blocks 
where there were lots of 
people. Some were selling 
drugs; others appeared to be 
selling stolen goods. I asked 
if they knew who the man 
who represented death was. 
Although some of them 
didn't know his name, many 
people knew but did not 


His biggest claim to fame 
was a starring role in the 2011 
HBO documentary Super¬ 
heroes, which profiled some of 
the 400 Real-Life Superheroes 
operating throughout North 
America. 

If local residents don’t no¬ 
tice Thanatos from his adven¬ 
tures in the area, they’ve seen 
him on TV. 

In fact, two fans had one 
such encounter on the hero’s 
recent stroll through the DTES 
with Metro. 

“You’re awesome,” said a 
stranger with long, ratty hair 
and a teardrop tattoo under his 
eye. “Keep up the good work.” 

A quick fist bump and 
Thanatos was back at deliv¬ 
ering socks into the hands of 
people cowering under arch¬ 
ways, door portals and bridge 
underpasses on a typical rainy 
day. 

Onlookers laugh, passing 
motorists slow down for a 
look and camera phones are 
whipped out when Thanatos 
is near. 


want to talk about him. 


• One of the few who would 
speak about him was selling 
goods from a blanket spread 
out on the sidewalk. I asked 
her if she knew the super¬ 
hero. "Yes," she said nerv¬ 
ously. Watching her surround¬ 
ings, she told me Thanatos 
was a very nice man but that 
she didn't really know much 
about him. As I was leaving, 
a few men approached me to 
tell me how amazing a man 
he is. 


He’s a draw, but it’s not 
about him. 

“It gets the attention where 
it’s needed,” the masked aven¬ 
ger says. “By using this per¬ 
sona, I’ve been able to spread 
the word about what’s going 
on down there; I’ve been able 
to get more aid in the area. 
I’m asked by reporters if it 
actually works, and it’s like, 
‘Well, you’re here talking to 
me right now,’ so it’s obviously 
working.” 

And like any of his fiction¬ 
al heroes, Thanatos’ work is 
never done. 

“I’m an average person that 
just wants to do something 
and make a difference. People 
want to know what Real-Life 
Superheroes are all about,” 
he says. “Apathy is the biggest 
killer out there. That’s what 
we do: We fight apathy. We get 
people involved and we inspire 
them.”

An interview 
with Thanatos 
Necrium 

Why did you choose Thanatos, 
or death, as your superhero 
character? 

I've been doing this for a little more 
than four years. I've always been 
someone to get involved. I worked 
on my own down on Hastings 
Street and with small groups, trying 
to help out with the homeless with 
handouts and counselling and to 
point them in the right direction. It 
was very difficult, and I couldn’t get 
anyone’s attention. Nobody want¬ 
ed to listen. One day, a police offi¬ 
cer told me, "You know, people on 
the street really have nothing bet¬ 


ter to look forward to other than 
death." And that really stunned me. 
So I said, "If that is the case, then 
death is going to have to get out 
there and start taking care of these 
people!" 

Does the mask have an impact 
on people? 

I am drawing attention. Social 
workers see these people in the 
morning, and people don't remem¬ 
ber them by the afternoon. Me, 
they remember. They remember 
the crazy guy with a mask out there 
helping and that's all I care about. 
I've had people from France, from 
Germany, from all over the States 
come to talk to me because I put on 
a mask and I’m drawing attention 
to a problem. Nobody wants to talk 
to me, Joe Blow. But they'll listen to 
Thanatos. There are people who 


say this is an egotrip. If this were 
an ego trip, would I hide behind 
the mask? 

As a Real-Life Superhero, what do 
you do, exactly? 

I'm an extra set of eyes and ears for 
the police. I help the homeless on 
the street with handouts of blan¬ 
kets, food, simple things like a loaf 
of bread, sometimes something as 


simple as human touch and com¬ 
panionship. I keep an eye on them 
and I draw attention to the plight 
of people who fall through the sys¬ 
tem and end up on the streets. In 
my city alone I’ve probably reached 
out and touched 600 people.

Red Light. Street patrol 


Red Light was only 15 years 
old when she decided to make 
a difference by volunteering at 
an elder-care facility. At 17, she 
was doing homeless outreach. 
Six months ago, she started 
to patrol almost every night, 
sometimes 12 hours at a time. 
Today, she still patrols 15 to 20 
hours a week. 

Working alone, she has to 
be careful with her actions. For 
example, she helps people by 
talking down a dispute or find¬ 
ing rides for those who are too 
drunk to drive. When the situ¬ 
ation is too risky, she serves as 
an extra set of eyes and ears, 
and calls authorities when she 
witnesses suspicious activities 
or mistreatment of animals. 

She decided to start work¬ 
ing toward her EMT certifica¬ 
tion after trying to rescue a 
man suffering from a heroin 
overdose. “Many of my other 
skills were picked up through 
experience. I learned how to 
fight by necessity. I learned 
vigilance by being different. I 
learned to stay calm in a crisis 
by conditioning,” explains 
Red. 

Growing up, she was sub¬ 
ject to sexual abuse and do¬ 
mestic violence. She was also 
diagnosed with a malignant 
tumour in her stomach at 28 
years old. It took her five years 
to get the necessary funds to 



go through her operation. 
She has become aware of her 
own mortality. “I feel like I’ve 
already been given extra time, 
so I’m not afraid of dying. 
Every day is another chance to 
make things better.” 

Now, with her red hair past 
her knees, she plans on donat¬ 
ing it to Locks of Love, a non¬ 
profit organization that takes 
human-hair donations and 
creates wigs for young chemo¬ 
therapy patients. 

“Life is only as bad as you 
let it be. It’s easy to forget how 
much we have when it feels 
like we have to fight so hard 
to keep it. It hasn’t stopped 
me from being kind to people. 
I still patrol. I still help others. 
Anyone can do something. 
Anyone.” nadia fezzani/for metro 


Purple Reign. Night crime 


For more than a year, Purple 
Reign was abused by her boy¬ 
friend — physically, emotion¬ 
ally and mentally. One night, 
when she was given permis¬ 
sion to go out with friends 
— which didn’t happen veiy 
often — Reign returned home 
to find her boyfriend angry and 
belligerent. 

He attacked her. 

“I told him I was going to 
call the police. I tried to escape 
and he kept coming after me,” 
she says. 

She threw open the door, 
yelling, hoping someone in 
the condo complex would hear 
her. No one came to her aid. 

“He was choking me and 
banging my head against the 
floor. I started to lose con¬ 
sciousness and I couldn’t 
breathe. I just gave up because 
I felt so low to begin with. I was 
finished fighting.” 

Finally spent, her boyfriend 
stopped hitting her. With the 
help of a domestic-violence 
lawyer, she lacked her boy¬ 
friend out and moved right 



away so her ex couldn’t find 
her. 

Within in a year, she met 
with Real Life Superhero Phoe¬ 
nix Jones and engaged in a 
healthy and loving relationship 
with him. She patrols with the 
Rain City Superheroes, a group 
of heroes from Seattle who 
fight crime at night. 

She has since founded the 
non-profit Purple Reign Cam¬ 
paign — purplereigncampaign. 
org — through which she 
raises funds for the Northwest 
Family Life non-profit organiz¬ 
ation. They help victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse by proving them 
with education and assistance.

Space-faring robots could 
be extracting gold and plat¬ 
inum from asteroids within 
10 years if a new venture 
backed by two Silicon Valley 
titans and filmmaker James 


Cameron goes as planned. 

Outside experts are skep¬ 
tical about the project, an¬ 
nounced at a news confer¬ 
ence in Seattle Tuesday, 
which would likely require 
untold millions, or perhaps 
billions of dollars and huge 
advances in technology. But 
the same entrepreneurs pi¬ 
oneered the selling of space 
rides to tourists — a notion 
that seemed fanciful not 
long ago, too. 

“Since my early teen¬ 


age years, I’ve wanted to be 
an asteroid miner. I always 
viewed it as a glamorous vi¬ 
sion of where we could go,” 
Peter Diamandis, one of the 
founders of Planetary Re¬ 
sources, said at a news con¬ 
ference at the Museum of 
Flight in Seattle. The com¬ 
pany’s vision “is to make the 
resources of space available 
to humanity.” 

The inaugural step, to be 
achieved in the next 18 to 24 
months, would be launching 


the first in a series of private 
telescopes that would search 
for the right type of aster¬ 
oids. 

The plan is to use com¬ 
mercially built robotic ships 
to squeeze rocket fuel and 
valuable minerals out of the 
rocks that routinely whiz by 
Earth. One of the company 
founders predicts they could 
have their version of a space- 
based gas station up and run¬ 
ning by 2020.

The Internet search lead¬ 
er’s latest product stores per¬ 
sonal documents, photos, vid¬ 
eos and a wide range of other 
digital content on Google’s 
computers. 

By keeping files in massive 
data centres, users will be 
able to call up the informa¬ 
tion on their smartphones, 
tablet computers, laptops and 
just about any other Internet- 
connected device. Google an¬ 
nounced the long-rumoured 
service Tuesday. 

Called Google Drive, the 
service is offering the first 
five gigabytes of storage per 
account for free. Additional 
storage will be sold for prices 
starting at $2.49 US per 
month for 25 gigabytes up to 
$49.99 US per month for one 
terabyte 

Google Drive is initially 
available for installation on 
Window-based computers, 
Mac computers, laptops run¬ 
ning on Google’s Chrome 
operating system and smart¬ 
phones powered by Google’s 
Android software.

Swiss drug giant Novartis is 
taking legal action in Brit¬ 
ain to make state-run hos¬ 
pitals use an eye drug that 
costs about 700 pounds

of a cheaper one that costs 
just 60 pounds ($95). 

A study published in the 
New England Journal of 
Medicine showed Avastin 
worked just as well as 
Lucentis for treating an eye 
disorder.

Murdoch exposes tie to Olympic minister 



News Corp. executive James 
Murdoch’s behind-the-scenes 
lobbying campaign spilled out 
into the public domain Tues¬ 
day, casting a harsh light on the 
government’s Olympics czar. 

Murdoch was speaking be¬ 
fore the media-ethics inquiry 
set up in the wake of the coun¬ 
try’s phone-hacking scandal, 
which has shaken the countiy’s 
establishment with revelations 
of journalistic misdeeds, police 
corruption and corporate mal¬ 
practice. 

Some of Murdoch’s testi¬ 
mony revisited his own role 
in the scandal, but far more 
explosive were revelations 


about how senior British min¬ 
isters went out of their way to 
smooth the path for one of his 
biggest-ever business deals. 

Particularly damning was 
correspondence showing how 
Olympics czar Jeremy Hunt se¬ 
cretly backed Murdoch’s multi- 
billion-dollar bid for full control 
of satellite broadcaster British 
Sky Broadcasting Group PLC. 
As the minister charged with 
deciding whether to refer the 
takeover deal to Britain’s com¬ 
petition authority, Hunt was 
meant to have been neutral. 

“I am approaching the deci¬ 
sion with total impartiality and 
following strict due process,” 


Hunt told lawmakers in Janu- 
aiy 2011. But a cache of text 
messages and emails published 
by the Leveson inquiry Tues¬ 
day suggested that Hunt was 
fighting on Murdoch’s side the 
whole time. 

“He said we would get there 
at the end, and he shared our 
objectives,” was how an email 
from News Corp. lobbyist Fred¬ 
eric Michel described Hunt’s 
attitude. Other emails appeared 
to capture Hunt’s office pro¬ 
viding Murdoch with sensitive 
intelligence on his political op¬ 
ponents and offering advice on 
how best to present his bid.

there he is, one of the kids in the hall. Not for inventing 
the Internet per se, but coming pretty close: hailed as a 
“Global Connector” and helping to invent “the informa¬ 
tion superhighway,” along which many a frustrated com¬ 
puter illiterate has become electronic roadlcill. 

The truth is there’s not exactly one inventor of the 
Internet, because a bunch of old white guys flipped the 
switches. But the honour for the vision could go to J.C.R. 
Liclclider of MIT, who released a paper in August 1962 
on a “Galactic Network,” a globally interconnected set of 
computers through which everyone could quickly access 
data and programs from any site. It was called Amazon 
(LOL, again). 

Oddly, Jeff Bezos, the man who actually invented 
Amazon, isn’t on the list — at least not yet — while Craig 
Newmarlc is. Newmark, of course, invented Craigslist, 
without which there would be no roommates or used-car 
sales, so I guess he’s more important. 

It’s hard to believe that the Internet is over 40, espe¬ 
cially because the only people who really know how to 
use it are 14. We’ve come a long way from a time when 
pioneers such as Vint Cerf and Tim Berners-Lee (both 
inductees) envisioned a global electronic village to a day 
when people can pump out brainless, 140-character dec¬ 
larations about nothing 24-7. 

I mean, where would we be without Twitter, Faceboolc, 
Pinterest and Netflix? Back in the cave with Don Draper 
ordering three-martini, smartphone-free lunches? The 
first email message went out in 1972, and it went straight 
to my junk-mail folder along with the Viagra ads. 

Imagine what it was like before that, a time before 
your pocket buzzed every 30 seconds and when you 
missed an episode of Game of Thrones you could only 
wait until next summer for the reruns.

Movie tough-guy Jason 
Statham is either remarkably 
consistent or just really enjoys 
playing guys who can break 
your neck with his steely gaze. 
Whatever the case, when you 
pay your money for a Statham 


flick, you know in advance 
what you’re getting into. 

In this weekend’s Safe, the 
gravelly-voiced action hero 
digs deep into his bag of tricks 
to play Luke Wright, a.lc.a. 
Statham Character #2. That’s 
the “loner with a past who 
must protect a youthful inno¬ 
cent.” (As opposed to Statham 
Character #1 in which he 
plays “a loner with a past who 
must protect a loved one.”) 

Like his other movies, Safe 
is a marketers dream. Here’s a 
sample ad: 

Body Count: 350 
Bullet Budget: $1,000,000 
Jason Statham’s Steely 
Glare: Priceless 

Recently a scientific poll 
— OK, I posted a question on 
Faceboolc — posed this ques¬ 
tion: What makes Statham 
movies so popular? Here are

Let’s face it, his movies are 
more than a bit predictable. 


“You gotta be kidding me!”

Different title, and 
sometimes with a big- name 
supporting cast (like Robert 
De Niro and Clive Owen) and 
sometimes not (Safe co-stars 
newcomer Catherine Chan ), 
but the story of a tough guy 
who lives in a world where 
“Everybody knows the rules 
— there are no rules,” is the 
common thread. 

Statham, however, says 
he’s open to showing audi¬ 
ences another side of his per¬ 
sonality. 

When a Huffington Post 
writer asked if he would make 
a rom-com with Reese With¬ 
erspoon he said, “Of course, 
I would love to do that. But 
my phone is right there and it 
ain’t f—ing ringing.”

Pineapples and hula dancers 
are one thing, but deep-sea div¬ 
ing in a real submarine is quite 
another. 

Despite my fear of confined 
spaces, I found myself signing 
up for an undersea submarine 
adventure aboard the world’s 
largest high-tech passenger 
sub — the Atlantis — during a 
recent respite to sunny Oahu. 

Claim to fame aside, the At¬ 
lantis seemed downright tiny 
as I climbed down the narrow 
staircase to take my place in¬ 
side this cramped metal tomb. 


Thankfully, it was fully 
air-conditioned, but still I was 
sweating profusely as we sunk 
lower and lower down into the 
depths. 

But the sights soon made 
me forget about my cowardice. 
The trip is well worth its cost 
of $100. The undersea scenery 
is nothing short of spectacular, 
with an abundance of intricate 
reefs surrounded by fascinat¬ 
ing sea critters. Gazing through 
my tiny seaport, I even spied a 
rather large and menacing reef 
shark swimming towards us. 

That’s around the time my 
fear of confined spaces was re¬ 
placed with my other crushing 
phobia — sharks. Luckily, even 
sharks can’t bite through sub¬ 
marines, so all was well. 

After floating by an authen¬ 
tic shipwreck and amazing 
artificial reefs, I felt like it was 
plenty of adventure for the 
price as we made our way back 
to the surface. 

Then it was time to partake 
in what has become a veiy 
trendy pastime in Hawaii these 


days — something called pad¬ 
dle-boarding. 

For days, I’d seen people 
eveiywhere standing on surf¬ 
boards with long paddles, rid¬ 
ing waves and having fim. It ap¬ 
peared to be fairly easy. Turns 
out it really isn’t. 

Who knew you needed ac¬ 
tual balancing skills to tackle 
this fun sport? So with gorgeous 
Diamond Head as a backdrop 
and paddle in hand, I hopped 
on my board and promptly fell 
in the ocean, all in one motion. 
Repeated attempts produced 
the same results. 

After 19 or so tries, I actually 
was able to balance on the wob¬ 
bly board and paddle around 
for a bit before again plum¬ 
meting into the drink. 

Turns out this paddle- board¬ 
ing thing is actually quite a 
workout. I found just falling 
and climbing back onto the 
board multiple times was ex¬ 
hausting. 

But that’s OK — it’s all part 
of fun on the water in Hono¬ 
lulu.

Brandwashed 
By Martin Lindstrom 
Crown Business, 

$28.95,260 pages 

I recently attended The Art 
of Marketing conference 
in Toronto, an event series 
that showcases leading 
marketing minds and auth¬ 
ors in a full day of inspir¬ 
ing story-telling. It was 
here that I came across 
Martin Lindstrom, a very 
well-known Danish brand 
marketing expert (LEGO 
enthusiast) and author of 
New York bestseller Buy- 
ology. 

Lindstrom shared a few 
highlights from his most 
recent book Brandwashed, 
an expose on the under¬ 
cover tactics that brand 
marketers use to sell you 
everything and anything 
you likely don’t actually 
need. As Lindstrom suc¬ 
cinctly put it, “the full 
range of psychological 
tricks and schemes com¬ 
panies and their shrewd 
marketers and advertis¬ 
ers have concocted to 
prey on our most deeply

ories. When the mother 
frequently listens to music, 
the fetus will learn to 
recognize and prefer that 
same music compared to 
other music”. Lindstrom 
gave the example of an 
Asian shopping mall chain 
that experimented with 
‘priming’ expectant moth¬ 
ers using familiar scents 
such as Johnson & Johnson 
baby powder and cherry 
and played music from 
the era that these women 
were born. The hope was 
that this tactic would boost 
sales among this customer 
target... and it did, but 
more amazingly these 
same women reported that 
if their new born babies 
were fussing or crying “the 
moment they entered the 
mall, their babies calmed 
down.” 

Lindstrom’s book dives 
into several of our primal 
emotions including sex, 
fear and desire, showcas¬ 
ing how sex sells Axe 
Deodorant to awkward 
teenage boys, and how fear 
sells home security sys¬ 
tems to women. This book 
is a remarkable reflection 
of how sophisticated mar¬ 
keting has become, but at 
the same time makes you 
question why we have so 
much affinity for so many 
brands. Brand detox any 
one?

1 Airlane Golf Club — the 
sound of airplanes flying 
overhead is a normal occur¬ 
rence at Airlane, which is 
located directly behind the 
Halifax Stanfield Internation¬ 
al Airport. Airlane is one 
of the few par-36 nine-hole 
courses located near Halifax. 
It offers reduced green fee 
rates Monday through Thurs¬ 
day (excluding holidays). 

2 Brightwood Golf and 
Country Club — nestled 
within a residential neigh¬ 
bourhood in Dartmouth, 
Brightwood is a short, but 
hilly 18-hole course that of¬ 
fers great views of the Halifax 
Harbour and the city skyline. 
It is one of the better courses 
in the area and was designed 


by legendary course design¬ 
ers Donald Ross and Willie 
Park Jr. 

3 Briarwood Golf Club — 
located on the Herring 
Cove Road, Briarwood is an 
inexpensive 18-hole par-three 
course, which is a perfect 
place for beginners to hone 
their skills. An 18-hole green 
fee is $25, while an all-day 
pass is $30. 

4 Granite Springs Golf 
Club — with its numer¬ 
ous ponds and granite out¬ 
croppings, Granite Springs 
is one of the finer courses 
in the Halifax area and has 
a beautiful cedar log club¬ 
house. The 18-hole course 
overlooks Shad Bay. From 
May 28 to Oct. 4, Granite 
Springs will offer an early 
bird special on Mondays 
through Thursdays, where 
green fees will only cost $38 
for pre-9 a.m. tee-offs.

Golf is a unique sport — while 
it is incredibly difficult to mas¬ 
ter, it is remarkably easy to 
play at a beginner’s level. And 
the physical, mental, social 
and professional benefits of 
golf are accessible to anyone, 
regardless of abihty. 

Physical 

Golf can be good exercise, par¬ 


ticularly for players who carry 
their clubs through a round of 
18 holes. Even the best golfers 
will walk five to seven kilo¬ 
metres during a round; begin¬ 
ners with poor aim can expect 
to walk much more. And 
given that many courses fea¬ 
ture rolling hills, golfers who 
carry their clubs for 18 holes 
typically bum more than 400 
calories per round. 

Golf’s swinging motion 
helps tone the arms, back 
and shoulders, and increases 
flexibility and range of mo¬ 
tion. Golf can also improve 
hand-eye co-ordination and 
balance. As a sport for people 
of all ages, golf is a great way 
to get seniors active and to en¬ 
courage children to take up a 
lifelong, healthy habit. 


Mental 

Golf’s challenges are as much 
mental as physical; players 
must repeatedly focus their 
attention on striking a ball 
with a club — a feat that ap¬ 
pears relatively easy, but 
is actually quite difficult. 
Mastering the abihty to con¬ 
centrate on a single task, 
particularly in our modern, 
multi-tasking, hyper-connect¬ 
ed era, is extremely beneficial 
because it carries over into 
so many other aspects of life. 
The ability to focus on future 
opportunities while letting go 
of recent failures is another 
valuable mental skill. 

Getting out in the great 
outdoors can be a welcome 
tonic. For many players, golf 
relieves stress and serves as 


an escape from the doldmms 
of day-to-day life. Research 
has shown that playing golf 
releases endorphins — power- 
fill, mood-enhancing hor¬ 
mones — that improve mood 
and attitude. 

Social and professional 

Golf can also benefit your 
social life and professional 
status. The five hours or more 
it takes to play 18 holes leaves 
lots of time for conversation. 
And most courses stage regu¬ 
lar social events, such as tour¬ 
naments and league nights, 
that will enable you to play 
with golfers you don’t know. 
On the professional side, golf 
has long been associated with 
forming new business part¬ 
nerships and closing deals. 


Rules. Etiquette is just as 
important as your score 


Regardless of abihty or experi¬ 
ence, all golfers are expected 
to follow the etiquette of the 
game: A series of (mostly) 
unwritten rules that govern 
behaviour. 

Here’s quick primer on 
golf course etiquette: 

General 

• Arrive early. 

• Ensure you have enough 
balls, tees and clubs. 

• Obey all dress codes (most 
courses do not allow T-shirts 
and cutoff shorts). 

• Control your temper at all 
times (never throw clubs or 
shout obscenities). 

• Be honest about your score: 
Count eveiy stroke. 

On The Tee 

• Always allow the player 
with the lowest score on the 
previous hole to hit their tee 
shot first. 

• Never stand ahead of the 
player about to hit. 

• Remain totally silent and still 
while a player prepares to hit. 


On The Fairway 

• Always move to your ball as 
quickly as possible (as long as 
you don’t interfere with an¬ 
other player’s shot). 

• If you suspect your ball may 
be difficult to find (e.g. out of 
bounds), let the rest of your 
group know that you will go 
look for your ball and will be 
ready to hit when it’s your 
turn. 

• A golfer should always be 
ready to play a shot when 
it’s their turn. When you get 
to your ball, decide which 
club you will hit, then watch 
others hit until it’s your turn. 

On The Green 

• Always wait for all golfers 
to hit balls onto the green be¬ 
fore removing the flagsticlc. 

• To avoid damaging the sur¬ 
face, never drop the flagsticlc 
on the ground. 

By honouring golf’s etiquette, 
you will earn the respect of 
your fellow players — regard¬ 
less of how you score.

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5 keys to a great swing

Balance 

Canadian golf legend George 
Knudson liked to compare 
the ideal golf swing to the ele¬ 
gance and perfect balance of a 
ballet performance by Mikhail 
Baryshnikov. Many weekend 
golfers hit consistently poor 
shots because they lose their 
balance trying to emulate the 
rapid-fire swings of PGA Tour 
stars. Almost all would benefit 
by slowing things down and 
playing within their abilities. 
The goal is to swing with the 
same smooth rhythm on all 
shots with all clubs, from driv¬ 
er to putter. 

One-Piece Takeaway 

The first few inches of the 
baclcswing usually determine 
how effective a shot will be. 
A low one-piece takeaway 
— rather than an almost im¬ 
mediate lifting of the club — 
widens the swing arc, maxi¬ 
mizes distance, and improves 
accuracy. Try to think of the 
club shaft as a continuation 
of your lead arm. Hands, 
arms and the club move 
smoothly back together as 
the body begins its natural 
turn in the baclcswing. 


A Compact Swing 

Emulating long-hitting John 
Daly, high handicappers often 
take their club well past paral¬ 
lel at the top of the baclcswing 
in an attempt to maximize 
distance. But a shorter and 
more controlled baclcswing is 
far more likely to find the fair¬ 
way and lead to lower scores. 
The easiest way to develop a 
compact swing is by keeping 
your elbows consistently tight 
to your body from address to 
finish. Flailing elbows inevit¬ 
ably lead to sloppy and incon¬ 
sistent shots. 


Stay On Target 

Even scratch golfers will oc¬ 
casionally watch mystified as 
their shots stray off-line. One 
great way to improve accuracy 
is by consciously extending 
the club head down the target 
line for an instant longer fol¬ 
lowing impact. Extending the 
impact zone will automatic¬ 
ally lead to a full extension on 
the follow-through and a nice, 
high finish. 

Hold Your Finish 

Knudson, one of the premier 
ball-strikers of his genera¬ 


tion, spent more than a year 
learning to emulate the per¬ 
fectly balanced finishing pos¬ 
ition of his hero Ben Hogan. 

A smooth finish improves 
your chances of making a 
great shot and is the natural 
conclusion of a successfully 
executed golf swing. Practise 
by holding your finishing 
position until your shots have 
landed and stopped bouncing. 
This will force you to finish 
every swing in perfect balance 
—just like the pros.

4 steps to better golf 


I Make your mind your 
best club. Golf demands 
an equal mix of physical 
ability and mental focus. 
To enjoy the game, a 
player must learn to let 
go of negative thoughts 
and approach each shot 
as a fresh opportunity. A 
consistent pre-shot rou¬ 
tine is essential to mental 
focus. Once you develop 
a routine, follow it every 
time. Visualize each shot 
— see the ball's flight in 
your mind’s eye. Eliminate 
negative thoughts, par¬ 
ticularly once you begin 
your swing. If negative 
thoughts enter your mind, 
walk away from the shot 
and start your routine 
over again. 

2 Be a swinger, not a hitter. 

Hitters tend to use their 
arms to power the club, 
while swingers rely on 
their hips and core. In 
general, swingers tend 
to have an easier time of 
it. Hitters often struggle 
to hit with just the right 
amount of force every 
time. Balance is also an 
issue — if you have to 
move your feet during or 
immediately after a shot, 
you are not balanced. Use 
a relaxed grip and swing 
the club as effortlessly as 
possible. 


Swing from your hips: 

The best golfers use their 
core: Once they have 
completed their back- 
swing, their hip muscles 
initiate the swing. A 
common misconception 
is that the harder you 
swing, the further the ball 
will travel. In fact, the op¬ 
posite is true; consistent 
distance has more to do 
with balance and align¬ 
ment than it does with 
muscle power. 

Practise like you play: 

1 Most people at the driv¬ 
ing range hit drive after 
drive after drive — some¬ 
thing they will never do 
on a real course. Your 
game will benefit much 
more if you start with a 
good warm-up and then 
hit a mix of different 
shots. Play pretend holes 
of various distances. Pick 
a spot on the range and 
drive for that spot; if you 
come up short, add that 
yardage to your next 
shot. This way, you might 
end up hitting a drive, 
followed by an approach 
and a pitch or chip shot. 

If you mis-hit a shot, you 
will have to recover by 
hitting another one — 
much as you would on an 
actual course.

Golf is even more a mental 
than physical game. Just as in 
chess, it’s vitally important to 
think two or three shots ahead. 
The fewer mental errors you 
make, the lower your score. 

It’s not rocket science. If 
you consistently spray shots 
with your driver, then on tight 
holes reach for a three-wood, 
five-wood or another club that 
will keep you on the fairway. 
Hate playing out of sand? Then 
always try to play away from 
bunkers. Can’t chip to save 
your life? Better to use a putter 
whenever possible from off the 
green. 

And, yet, most weekend 
golfers consistently throw 
away shots by trying to emu¬ 
late the herculean efforts of 
PGA pros. But it’s far better to 
accept your limitations. Don’t 
even think of trying a shot you 
realistically know you have 
less than a 50 per cent chance 
of making. 

Follow this sensible for¬ 
mula and you will be amazed 
by how quickly your handicap 
shrinks. Golfers now shoot¬ 
ing around 90 on average can 
clear-thinlc their way into the 
low 80s — and maybe even oc¬ 



casionally sneak into the high 
70s. The key is to turn double¬ 
bogeys into bogeys and avoid 
blow-up holes by setting out 
to play every hole with a com¬ 
mon sense plan. 

Say, for instance, you are on 
the tee of a difficult 440-yard 
par 4. It’s not likely you will be 
able to reach the green in two 
shots. So why try? 

Better to play a smooth 
three-wood out to the middle 
of the fairway, and then hit 
your second shot with what¬ 
ever club will get you to 80 
yards — or so — from the 
green. All you have to do now 


is pitch the ball somewhere 
safely on the green and two- 
putt for a bogey. You might 
even sink the putt for par. 

Remember, the correct shot 
is always the one most likely to 
give you the best results. Keep 


the ball in play and the double¬ 
bogeys and blow-up holes will 
quickly disappear from your 
scorecard.

a second, but this isn’t a nor¬ 
mal situation and this isn’t 
me trying to hide away from 
the world championships,” 
said Crosby.

He last played for his home¬ 
land in the 2010 Vancouver 
Olympics, when he scored 
the overtime goal that car¬ 


ried Canada past the United 
States in the gold-medal 
game. 

But because he has missed 
so much playing time to 
concussion-related issues 
over the last two seasons — 
101 games, plus the 2011 
playoffs — Crosby said it is 
very important for him to 
have a healthy, regular sum¬ 
mer of preparation. He has 
not played a full NHL season 
since 2009-10. 

“I feel pretty good. (But) 
the last year and a half has 
been tough,” Crosby said. “It’s 
been tough to stay healthy. I 
think the best thing to do is 
to give myself a full summer 
for to get ready for next year 
and have a full season.” 

Crosby, widely considered 
to be hockey’s premier player 
at the time, was leading the 
NHL scoring race with 66 
points in 41 games when he 
sustained a season-ending 
concussion in January 2011.

The most popular gasoline- 
electric hybrid brand around 
is now a lineup unto itself and 
the all-new Toyota Prius c is 
the smallest and least expen¬ 
sive of the bunch. 

With fuel costs soaring, it’s 
likely that hybrid demand will 
accelerate in spite of a con¬ 
tinued price gap compared to 
gasoline-only vehicles. That’s 
good news for Toyota’s four- 
model Prius line and especially 
good news for the new Prius c 
(c is for compact). 

Although small in stature 
— 48 centimetres shorter and 
about five centimetres nar¬ 
rower than the current Prius 
hatchback — the Prius c comes 
up big in minimizing fuel con¬ 
sumption, registering 3.5 1/100 


Ion in the city and 4.0 highway 
By comparison, the regular 
Prius’s numbers are 3.7/4.0. 
The combined city/highway 
number for both is nearly iden¬ 
tical at 3.7 for the c and 3.8 for 
the Prius. 

So exactly what advantage 
does the smaller Prius c hold 
over its equally thrifty name¬ 
sake? Actually, there are about 
5,000 of them, which is the 
difference in dollars that dis¬ 
tinguish the two Toyotas. The 
c’s on-the-road base tariff is 
$22,550, placing it well within 
reach for many buyers and, for 
example, is only about $5,500 
pricier than a Toyota Corolla 
and actually $1,000 cheaper 
than the Honda Insight hybrid. 

With the Prius c’s launch 
— as well as the launch of the 
plug-in model and the larger 
v wagon — Toyota is showing 
its continuing dominance in 
the hybrid category by stretch¬ 
ing the brand to fit a broader 
audience. The c is the first, 
however, to truly challenge 
entry-level gas-only models 
on their own turf — which is 
price point — while providing 
significantly better economy.

Chrysler was actually think¬ 
ing at one point of not mak¬ 
ing another Viper. 

I guess you can’t really 
blame them. After all, when 
you’re trying to revive a full¬ 
line car company that’s on 
life support, diverting pre¬ 
cious resources into a super¬ 


car program would seem a 
tad irrational to anybody. 
Like blowing rent money on 
tattoos. 

But just as people some¬ 
times have to be cruel to 
be kind, automakers some¬ 
times have to be irrational 
to be rational. 


“It shows we still have 
a soul at Chrysler,” is how 
Ralph Gilles put it, when 
he unveiled the new Viper 
for the first time, earlier 
this month at the New York 
International Auto Show. 

Gilles, who heads up de¬ 
sign at Chrysler, as well as 
the SRT division, also relat¬ 
ed how a fellow executive, 
Dan Knott, reacted when 
the company’s management 
team finally green-lighted 
the Viper comeback at a 
fateful team meeting. 

“(Dan) leaned into the 
microphone and said, ‘Today 
we’re a car company again.’” 

The subtext is that car 
companies need to build 
some cars just for the hell 
of it, to show what they’re 
capable of and to prove to 
the world that they totally 
understand the irrational 
element that’s lurking 
somewhere in every vehicle 
purchase. 

The importance of this 
type of car hit home again 
for me this week at Toys “R” 
Us. At the press unveiling in 
New York, SRT handed out 
cool press kits to the scribes, 
but also a Hot Wheels ver¬ 
sion of the new SRT Viper. 

It reminded me that a 
few Hot Wheels would be a 
great present for my niece’s 
newest offspring (you can 
never start car culture too 
early).

As you can imagine, there 
was a lot of Hot Wheels 
merchandise, but not many 
minivans or crossovers. 

This got me thinking: as 
a business plan for ensuring 
future brand recognition 
and support, you could do 
worse than coming up with 
a vehicle worthy of being 
rendered in Hot Wheels. 

I guess the other justifi¬ 
cation for making supercars 
is in developing future tech¬ 
nologies. 

The Viper’s re-worked 
V-10 engine, now good for 
640 horsepower and 600 lb- 
ft of torque, is no poster boy 
for miserly fuel consump¬ 
tion. But Viper’s newer and 
slimmer body is definitely 
a friend to fuel efficiency. 
The hood, roof and rear 
deck are all constructed of 
carbon fiber, and help make 
this Viper about 100 pounds 
lighter than the previous 
body — and stiffer too. The 
available “Track Pack” loses 
another 57 pounds. 

With more power and 
less weight, the 2013 Vi¬ 
per registers in at only 4.91 
pounds per horsepower — 
a figure lower than Porsche 
911 Turbo (6.22), Corvette 
ZR1 (5.01), and Lambor¬ 
ghini Aventador (4.96) and 
only bettered by the Bugatti 
Veyron (4.10) and Ferrari F12 
(4.70).

Drivers who are distracted 
by their cellphones or text 
messages are hazardous, but 
even being deep in thought 
can affect how people act 
behind the wheel, accord¬ 
ing to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology 
(MIT). If you’re daydream¬ 
ing, you’re less likely to 
scan the road ahead of you 
for hazards. 

“The act of thinking im¬ 
pacts what we’re doing,” 
says Bryan Reimer, a re¬ 
search scientist at the MIT 
AgeLab. 

“The brain is a very 
fancy computer, but it’s a 
single processor. We do task 
switching, back and forth 
between two tasks. We’d 
like to be like a multi-core 
processor, but we’re not.”

that the deeper in thought 
a driver is, the less he fo¬ 
cuses on his surroundings. 
To test the theory, drivers 
were sent out on a route. 
They had to listen to a re¬ 
cording of someone reading 
numbers and then perform 
three separate tasks: re¬ 
peat the number they’d just 
heard, repeat one number 
back, and then repeat the 
second number back. 

“There was no computa¬ 
tion involved, just mem¬ 
ory,” Reimer says. “The two- 
baclc demand was about as 
difficult a task as you’d be 
willing to give an individual 
when they’re driving.” 

Previous studies looked 


at whether drivers were dis¬ 
tracted or not, but Reimer 
says this is too simple. In¬ 
stead, there are levels of 
cognitive demand and their 
effects are distinguishable. 

Somewhat surprisingly, 
age didn’t make a differ¬ 
ence. The level of distrac¬ 
tion caused by trying to 
remember the numbers was 
the same in those in their 
20s and in their 60s. 

While some people think 
a phone call isn’t any more 
distracting than a passen¬ 
ger, Reimer disagrees. 

“If the light turns red, 
the person you’re talking to 
(on the phone) keeps talk¬ 
ing,” he says. A passenger 
sees the red light and chan¬ 
ges the pace of the conver¬ 
sation, which can lead the 
driver to pay more atten¬ 
tion. 

Drivers lost in thought or 
on the phone tend to drive 
straight, but their reaction 
time is slower. 

“You drive straighter be¬ 
cause your eyes are tuned 
forward, but you’re scan¬ 
ning less,” Reimer says. 

“You also drive slower 
and change lanes less fre¬ 
quently. You’re compensat¬ 
ing for that increased de¬ 
mand.”
